On  motion  of  Lawrence  Foote  the  matter 
was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Management.  After  some  discussion  it 
was  moved  and  carried  that  meetings  in  the  future  be  held  once  in  three  years 
and  the  time  and  place  be  left  with  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  meeting 
then  adjourned. 

At  10:55  the  next  morning  the  association  boarded  a  special  car  at  the 
Hotel  Rochester  for  The  Newport  where  dinner  was  served.  At  the  dinner 
short  addresses  were  made  by  members  of  the  association.

MEETING    OF   THE   ASSOCIATION    AT  BRAN- 
FORD, CONN.,  SEPT.  11-12,  1912. 

The  Board  of  Managers  met  at  the  Montowese  House  on  Indian  Neck, 
for  a  short  session,  at  -t  P.  M.,  Wednesday,  September  11,  1912.  This  is  a 
delightful  location,  projecting  1%  miles  into  the  Sound  from  Branford. 

President  J.  Merrill  Foote  called  the  Association  to  order  at  8:15  P.  M. 
President  Foote  extended  the  welcome  of  the  family  to  all  present,  and  said  : 

"I  fully  appreciate  the  honor  of  presiding  at  this  meeting  and  ray  interest  in  nil 
that  pertains  to  our  family  grows  every  year.  The  more  I  see  of  all  my  cousins  the 
more  proud  1  am  of  the  Foote  name,  with  all  its  illustrious  history  ami  its  clean  record. 

If  however  I  wanted  a  real  honest  opinion  of  the  Footes  in  detail,  I  would  look  for 
a  confidential  feu  minutes'  talk  w  ith  some  of  the  charming  ladies  who  are  Footes  by 
reason  of  their  desire  to  take  cart;  of  us  and  keep  us  straight  through  life,  and  who  there- 
tore  assume  the  name,  but  I  would  not  risk  such  confidence  in  public. 

Presidents  may  come  and  presidents  may  go,  but  you  all  know  who  is  the  real  moving 
>pirit  of  this  Association  fhe  man  without  whose  work  I  fear  there  would  he  no  Foote 
Association  to-day,  and  you  all  join  me  in  our  appreciation  of  the  work  our  Cousin, 
JudgcAbram  \V.  Foote,  does  for  us  all.

No.  30-2-2.  George  Lawson  Foote.  Born  August  I,  18:U.  Died  June  19,  1908,  at 
Baltimore,  Md.,  at  the  age  of  74. 

Lucy  Abigail  Brainard.  Born  June  26,  1832,  in  Westchester,  Conn.  Died  Jan.  , 
19o9,  in  Hartford,  Conn.  Daughter  of  Amaziah  and  Huldah  Foote  Brainard 
and  granddaughter  of  Nathaniel  Foote  of  Colchester,  Conn.  .Miss  Brainard 
was  one  of  the  first  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  our  association,  and  always  took 
an  active  interest  in  its  welfare  and  its  continuance. 

Wife  of  1873.  Sara  Eliza,  widow  of  Nathaniel  Gordon  Foote.  Born  in  Bridgewater, 
Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.,  July  10,  1338.
